S ecretary and Mrs. Lam ont, F irst As­ 
s is ta n t Postm aster-G eneral Jones, ex- 
B ecretary of the T reasury Bristow and 
M rs. Bristow and a few other intim ate 
frien d s were w ith the sorrow ing and 
stricken fam ily. Mrs. G resham , broken 
.In spirit, exhausted by her long vigils 
and overcome w ith grief, w as in such a 
nervous state th a t her dau g h ter and 
son prevailed upon her not to under­ 
take the trying ordeal of attending the 
services a t the W hite House. 
A t 8:30 
o ’clock, therefore, the doors were all 
closed and the stricken fam ily w as left 
alone w ith their dead. F or alm ost th ir 
ty m inutes they rem ained, taking their 
la s t leave. 
Then the bugle com m ands 
floated across the square as the horses 
Of th e yellow -tasseled cavalry, the lum ­ 
b erin g caissons of the red artillery and 
the blue-coated foot soldiers, the m ili­ 
tary escort, ware draw n up into lines 
Along P ennsylvania avenue.

Joan of 
Harper’s M agazine. 
The H artford Courant says th a t “it is 
now known for a fact th at Mr. Clem­ 
ens is the author of the “Joan of Arc” 
romance, now running Its serial course 
in H arper’s Magazine. This has been 
guessed from the repeated occurrence 
of phrases and modes of expression, 
which are eminently characteristic of 
M ark Twain. It is surmised by the Lit­ 
erary World of Boston th at “the cloak 
of anonym ity” is used because the au­ 
thor may deem this his masterpiece, 
and dislikes to have it hampered by re­ 
membrance of the work he has done in 
the past. This may be so, and if it be 
Mr. Clemens, we sould suppose it likely 
th a t he would be glad to shred away his 
old alias. Mark Twain, and be known 
by his real name, as an author—just as 
many a popular w riter has longed to 
do. Dr. Holland for example, grew very 
tired of being called 
“Timothy 
Tit- 
comb,” after the reason for using th at 
name no longer existed. But the “Joan 
of Arc,” which is exceedingly interest­ 
ing, is not the first work to show Mr. 
Clemens as a w riter of deep and strong 
purpose. He is a hum anitarian, a mor­ 
alist, a philosopher in his treatm ent of 
hum an life, as even “Tom Sawyer” indi­ 
cated, and as the “Yankee in King Ar­ 
thur’s Court,’’ 
“The Prince and the 
Pauper” (that beautiful apologue of 
“all sorts and conditions of men”) and, 
above all, “Pudd’nhead Wilson,” have 
abundantly proved. 
The last-nam ed 
tale of slavery is one of the most pow­ 
erful pictures of the evils of “the pe 
culiar institution” ever 
ing beside “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 
A 
scholar Mr. Clemens never can be, for 
he has waited too long, and thus he 
fills this romance of France many cen­ 
turies ago with expressions which be­ 
long to the uncultured west of the 
United States of his day, and to “Mark 
Twain” above all. Nevertheless, “Joan 
of Arc” is going to be worth reading. 
We may hope that Mr. Clemens 
has 
read De Quincey’s brilliant essay on th.e 
Maid of Orleans. It is in line with his 
conception of the character.

Illinois House Passes th e Bill by a Tot* 


of 116 to 3. 
Springfield, 111., May 30.—The senate 
bill in croci in ed by Senator 
Crawford 
providing for pensioning school teach­ 
ers came up in the house just before 
adjournm ent 
yesterday, 
and 
was 
passed by a vote of 116 to 3. The bill 
b as already passed the senate and will 
now become a law if the governor’s 
signature is secured. 
The senate went into executive ses­ 
sion and confirmed the governor’s nom­ 
inations of trustees of the N orthern Il­ 
linois Normal school. 
The bill to prevent the coloring of 
oleomargarine to resemble butter was 
advanced to the third reading. 
Senator Craig moved to reconsider tho 
Vote by which the senate refused to con­ 
cur in a favorable report of tho commit­ 
tee on municipalities on Lowenthal 
frontage bill. 
A motion to table the 
motion failed to be adopted by a vote 
of 18 yeas to 25 nays. Senator Mahoney 
ma/fe a speech against the reconsidera­ 
tion, asserting th at the vicious features 
of the Miller bill were not eliminated. 
The motion to reconsider prevailed by 
a vote of 28 yeas to 17 nays. Senator 
Crawford moved to advance the bill 
to second reading, which was lost by a 
vote of 26 yeas to 19 nays, a two-thirds 
vote being necessary for the suspension 
of the rules for advancement. 
The house passed Green’s bill requir­ 
ing railroad companies tp erect 
and 
m aintain depots in villages and towns 
containing 200 or more inhabitants; the 
F arrel bill to prohibit the use of clock, 
tape, slot or other machines or devices 
f o r-gambling purposes; and the senate 
bill appropriating $225,000 for improve­ 
m ents on the State F air grounds.

til he was sent for. The judge declared 
th a t he did not intend to sanction inter­ 
ference of federal officers with

authorities when the latter were doing 
their duty in serving legal papers. Mul­ 
lin thanked the judge and left for home. 
There was great rejoicing among the 
Flournoy sym pathizers within earshot 
Bt the federal building when the judicial 
rem arks became known. This, it is be­ 
lieved, means th at Dundy will restrain 
federal troops from interfering if the 
petition is made. 


Alarming Rn mom from Formosa—Re­ 
newal of Hostilities Imminent. 
London, May 30.—A special dispatch 
to the Pall Mall Gazette from its corre­ 
spondent at Shanghai, says th at alarm ­ 
ing rumors are current a t Shanghai. It^ 
is stated th at a renewal of hostilities is 
Imminent. 
The viceroy of Formosa is 
said to have rebelled against the gov­ 
ernm ent of Peking. The Japanese ships 
are reported to have been cleared for 
action, and the French ships a t Tamsul, 
Fodmosa, are also said to have been 
prepared for fighting. In addition, rum ­ 
ors of Russian intervention are current 
at Shanghai, and steam ers have been 
ordered to Tien-Tsin with provisions in 
view of the probability of Russian hos­ 
tility.
